of securing an income from my farm, 
wheat being the only cereal that is 
really cash” so soon as taken frotn 
the field. 
I think it safe to say at date 
of thii writing, that not less than 
twenty thousand acre* of wheat have 
been sown in Jackson county. 
I made 
a short tour of the fields yesterday 
afternoon, and find that the fly has 


attacked the wheat more virulently 
tia n last fall so that it may be safely 
‘Set down" that all wheat sown prev- 
i jus to September 2(5, is doomed to 
absolute failure unless turned under 
about 10th of October, and rcsowr. 
Tw* nty thousand acres if sown right 
would have represented an income of 
at le:i-<t nine dollars per acre in spring 
of L <U, or a total of *180,000. 
Can 
such a loss be sustained by Jackson 
county without serious detriment to 
i s welfare? These arc cold facts, and 
if the farmer* do not seize the only 
chance now remaining for redemption, 
there is bound to be a bitter experi­ 
ence within the next twelve months. 
Resowing the fields without turning 
the ground will not avail. The viru­ 
lence of the attack may be reckoned 
by the fact that every stalk examined 
had from three to fifteen eggs, though 
it w;.s barely through the soil.
